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The Chariot calls for The Arwy^s Fiery Elijah 

Gommissioner Elijah Gaditian goes to Glory— "A British Working- 
man at the Age of Five"— The Army's First Captain— 
A World-wide Prophet of Fire 



Commissioner Elijah Cadman, who be- 
came a Salvation Army Officer from 
Rugby in 1876, was promoted to Glory, 
from his home at Catford, on Monday, 
December 12th, at the age ot 84 

THERE was surely excitement in 
Heaven that day, for Elijah Cadman 
had arrived with enough stories ot the 
power of God among men to make the 
Heavenly Christmas season a notable ex- 
perience amongst some of the angels! No 
star of promise rose at his birth, unless 
it was some baleful foreteller of human 
degradation shining in upon a Coventry 
slum dwelling. But all the bells in 
Heaven's steeples were surely joining The 
Army's chorus of pmise for the amazing 
trophy of Divine grace who was ready 
when the chariot lowered for him. 
Five months old 

Elijah Cadman began the life of a dis- 
turber at an early age. When he was 
hve months old a sister, driven to dis- 
traction by his continuous protests, 
dropped him into a deep sewer-hole in 
the hope that he would never be heard 
of again! His mother, however, searched 
until she found the child, and so saved 
for Rugby's ratepayers another biirden. 
Within twelve months, this baby, with 
his brothers, sisters, and mother, arrived 
at the workhouse. His father was being 
removed from

inhabited the 
smallest pair 
of trousers ever 
known in the 
establishment. 
When his 
grandmother 
sent him to 
school, at a 
chargB of two- 
pence per week, he was so troublesome 
that he was sver^' day put down into 
a dark hole beneath the schoolhouse, 
where, staying from nine till twelve, 
and two to four o'clock, he began 
getting his "education" in the sub- 
terranean dimness. He developed rap- 
idly under this novel and drastic treat- 
ment, for, discovering that a glimmer of 
light in a dark comer indicated the 
existence of a chimney, he taught him- 
self a trade by escaping from school. 

At five and a half years of age, thus 
equipped with a calling, he began work 
as a sweep. Growing in knowledge of 
the world, this diminutive product of such 
unpromising circumstances gradually 
gathered around him a gang of roughs, 
whom he so drilled in lawlessness that 
they dominated the whole district sur- 
rounding Rugby; he was dubbed "King 
of the Roughs. 

Convicted of sin at a hanging 
It is entirely in keeping with the whole 
story of his life that he was first definitely 
convicted of sin at a public hanging, to 
sec which he and his friends had journeyed 
to Warwick, the spertade being meant to 
complete a lawless Christmas. As the 
'mall but redoubtable leader Of the ex- 
pedition caught sight ot the faces of the 
two nien aa they s^vung from the galiows, 
<i voice in hia. ear said, "Elijah, that's 
what you'll come to!" The "prophet" 
was a mate making a frightful jest, but 
m the twinkling of an eye Cadman had 
resolved never to touch drink again. 

Soon afterwards Elijah was converted, 
after smashing up his boxing-rooms, and 
he announced the astonishing fact to the 
world by interrupting a Methodist preach- 
(rs sermon with wild yells of "Glory!" 
■'"an fhis niU I ion comtrl 1

and walking down the Whitechapcl Road 
heard a preacher talkingabout "Election." 
As soon as the man had finished, Elijah 
was on his stool proclaiming Salvation tor 
everybody ! 

Satisfied that he had borne his witness, 
he jumpel into a horse-tramcar, but soon 
got ofl: again when he saw another crowd, 
falling almost into ttie porch of the 
Christian Mission Headquarters, where a 
Meeting was beginning. Theit he "had 
another word," followed at the end oi the 
service by an interview with the Founder. 
What the Leader of the Christian Mission 
thought ot his latest recruit can bs judged 
by an extract from the Founder's dairv 
ot that period; "Interviewed Cadman, the 
sweep from Rugby — a rough gem— he 
offered for the Nfission— accepted him," 
Mr. Cadman had prosjiered, but he sold 
his business and came to London lo talie 
charge of our Hackney Mission Hall. 
His lovg of a fight 

Who can tell ot the Commissioner's 
exploits in The Army — ot how his in- 
satiable "love of a fight" bore him through 
obstacles made the more formidable by 
his tactics — ot his unending originality — 
of his popularity with the crowd whose 
language he used with a rough but 
ellective eloquence — of his imprisonments, 
his conquests of infidel strongholds, his 
dynamic energy, his shrewdness, and not 
least his sublime faith tor the worst? 

This remar'Kable man thought that 
everything crested was lor the purpose 
of winning souls; that everj' means ^vas 
legitimate, and that his crusade was clic 
only allair of importance in the universe. 
His lorthrightness, his originaiity, his 
dauntless courage endeared him to the 
Founder. Cadman could make himself 
heard, and Cadman could bring con- 
viction uuon the crowd. If "elephant" 
came into his head, he used "elephant" 
to arrest the people; if "herrings," or 
"seals," or "sealing-wax," or any other 
thing, well, he made of them a shaft to 
hurl at the Devil. 

The Commissioner could neither read 
nor write when he was saved; consequent- 
ly be learned songs and passages of 
Scripture off by heart snd gave them out 
with the book upside down! But, his 
mind quickened by the Holy Spirit, and 
devotedly taught by Mrs. Cadman — who 
was herself Promoted to Glory in 1923 — 
he acquired sufficient learning to com- 
mand important sections of Army work. 

Captain Eli {ah Cadman 

In 1877, at Whitby, one of his earliest 

charges, his ready wit made history. All 

Europe was watching a stniggle between 

Russia and Turkey, and every one was 



talking in army terms; so Cadman, an- 
nouncing a visit ot the Founder, broke 
the news that "The General of the Halle- 
lujah Army" was coming. This was the 
firsL time that the title of General was 
publicly given to the Founder; at the 
same time he described himself as Cap- 
tain Elijah Cadman. Such apt descrip- 
tions were readily taken up and later 
made official. 

Exploits were performed at Leeds, then 
a stronghold of infidelity. Thence Cad- 
man went to Coventry, his home town, 
where, surrounded by a howling mob of 
sympathizers, he rode off to Wanvick 
Jail, to serve fourteen days' imprisonment 
on the spot where God had first spoken 
to him. Hundreds found the Saviour 
during his bitter winter stay at New- 
castle. Then he was made a Major and 
appointed to the Yorkshire Division. 
Memorable, dashing days! Nine and a 
halt years he and Mrs. Caoman labored 
in the North of England, Corps springing 
up on moors and in valleys, by stream 
and sea, until "The Army became a house- 
hold word from Trent to Tweed. 

Appointed to International Headquar- 
ters in 1888, Colonel Cadman placed his 
native shrewdness and ready mind at 
The Army's disposal to good effect. In 
1890 he was given the oversight of the 
Men's Social Work in Great Britain, and 
for ten years used his "knock-down-the- 
Devil-and-jump-on-him" spirit to solve 
problems financial, administrative, and 
spiritual in order to — using one of his 
familiar phrases — "make a people which 
are not a people," 

Kis unquenchable opirit 
When appointed as Intematiujial Trav- 
elling Commissioner, he went far and wide 
with his uncompromising message and 
original methods, so that to-day hundreds 
of people in Canada, Africa, Australia, 
India, the West Indies, the United States, 
and on the Continent remember vividly 
those amazing parable-appeals of his. de- 
livered in the harsh Cadman voice pos- 
sessed by none other and driven home by 
his unquenchable spirit. 

Colonel Miller relates how once, when 
on tour in Newfoundland the Commis- 
sioner was describing how David killed 
the lion and the bear. When the lion 
appeared David simply pushed his hand 
down his throat, took him by the tail, 
and pulled him inside out. A man in the 
audience protested: "Sir. that is a lie" — 
but Cadman "uickly said. "M" friend, 
how do you know? You were not there!" 
Many volumes could be filled with 
accounts of this intrepid warrior's ex- 
ploits. He consecrated the methods of 
the circus and the street-gang and used 
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them to win thousands from the Devils' 
ranks. Without its Elijah Cadman. The 
Army would not be quite what it has be- 
come. He made his unique contribution 
to the Organization which, in all parts of 
the world, will honor the nicmory of this 
rough diamond in a Commissioner's coat, 
changed by the power of God from a 
dangerous Rugby rowdy into a soul- 
winner ot International influence!

The General, who was supported on the 
platform by Mrs. Booth and the Inter- 
national Commissioners, in the course of 
his address referred to his long and inti- 
mate knowledge ot the Commissioner, 
and spoke of Uie great esteem and deep 
affection which he felt for the Commis- 
sioner. "In a sense," said the General, 
"Cadman and I grew up together in The 
Army. I knew him both as an Officer 
and nersnnally. He was a genuine dia- 
montil He loved God — he loved souls- 
he loved The Army — he loved the Found- 
er. His love for the souls ot the worst 
was an example. Not only was it a 
zealous love, but I marvelled at the per- 
sistence the tenacity of it. I remember 
on one occasion circumstances made it 
necessary for me to return to a Hal! late 
in the evening, long after the Meering 
had ended. The Hall w?s in darkness, 
but there, in a little room at the back was 
Cadman, pleading with and praying for a 
notorious sinner who had not been able 
to 'get through' at the Penitent-Form. 
Then, ttw, even when he had lo face the 
greatest persecution, Cadman had the 
gift of Trnding something to rejoice over 
in every situation." 

Oihers who spoke included Colnnpl 
Edwin, who spoke of the Commissioner's 
power in prayer and his great heart of 
love; and Commissioner Richards, who 
referred to the time when he was the 
Commissioner's Chief Secretary for the 
Social 'Work. Mrs. Commissioner Lamb 
and Commissioner Hoggard also took 
part.

Setting out in the darkness from the 
Hall of the Bastille Corps, Paris, says 
Brigadier Muller of Paris, together with 
Major Bosch and certain other Comrades, 
we pushed and pulled a rambling little 
vehicle from midnight until nearly day- 
break, bringing comfort to .many of the 
iiomeless and siarving ot that great and 
beautiful city, -.vhicli, in its shame as 
well as its h-:nor, resembles a hundred 
other great cities throughout the world. 

It was a poor mud-bsspattered un- 
distinguished looking hand-cart with a 
glowing Japanese lantern hanging as a 
ruddy guide in the darkness, and our 
Comrades and the little vehicle lik^ many 
another diminutive Army cavalcade, were 
for the general well-being of far greater 
importance than their shadowy appear- 
ance seemed to suggest. The creaking 
conveyance carried a heavy caldron oT 
boiUng soup, some hundreds of metal 
cups fitted neatlv into each other, and a 
good supply of broken bread for the 
mighty sacrament. 

As we trundled along from the Bastille 
to the great "Halles" (or markets), via 
the quiet old Place des Vosges. where 
Victor Hugo lived, v.'s passed on our way 
to grapple with the three-hundred-year- 
old problem of Lcs Miserables, about 
whom the famous mar. of letters w ote. 

Before we finished our trundling with 
tumbril and candle and lantern amid 
unbelievable scenes, we had broken bread 
with upwards of two hundred homeless 
men and women, and many of thero came 
tottering forth from amongst filth and 
garbage and many a strange hiding place. 

We. ourselves found a poor decrepit 
old woman cripple, si eping amid the 
dust heap. Her wooden leg was broken, 
and wl.ile she slumbered on uneasily, had 
become detached, and the poor, bare, 
gruesome stump was moving on the cold, 
dirty pavement, as though seeking for 
rest, and failing in the ellort. 

Andaman Islands 

A New Field for The Armj' 
There is now a settlement for Bhantus 
in the Andaman Islands, situated in the 
Bay of Bengal. The colonists are members 
of a criminal tribe belonging to the United 
Provinces of Northern India. The govern- 
ment requested the fervices ot Adjutant 
Sheard to take charge of the first Anda- 
man Settlement, for the Adjutant speaks 
the language of the people, and is well- 
known to ihe settlers.

But 
Colonel McLean's well known fervour, 
united with the happy enthusiasm of the 
local Comrades, soon brought matters 
to the boiling point Reinforcements 
from Metlakatia helped further, and 
glory and power were the results of the 
days spent together.
